Tho. Llules of tho vory cheap poeket-knives 
are punched in dies from sheet atecl, but 
those for firat-class*pocket cutlery arc band- 
forged, asood warkingman being able to 
forga from twenty-five to thirty large blades 
-or-about forty pun-blades per hour, There 
inn pattern and gauge furnished the forger 
_ for cach sort o£ blade, but the experienced 
workman rarely refers to cithar, hie accuracy 
of eye and, skill of hand being sufficient 
etness, ‘Lie blades, come from, 
tthe smith perfeot in form, except. 
othe back intended to gnide 
engaging Lindes, ihis bevel being formed by 
grinding, The sléel weed in these &ne bladeu 
iy Wardlow's (Buglish), or the best Ameriean 
mal, ‘i 
As they come from the forges tha on 
are “ choiled,” or filed, w make a nick be- 
tween the blada und ibe tang. Then the 
blades aro tempered, having peccived the 
rade-mark atamp on the tung undor a press. 
The ‘hirdentng is done in an ordinary coke 
Ave, the operator healing two nt a tume aud 
piuvyging them into cold watery, The draw- 
ing to temper is alan done over.a coke fire. 
Tho Uindes are ground on Sheffield aul Nova’ 
Seotia stones, ylized on emery whecla, 
honator “set,” and finally aro polished on 
wheels of walrus hide fed with rotten stone.
